The following la an aoooaat from 
the Tri-riti«iJMly. of a frtghtfnl 
accldfi' which ocpijrred last Thura- 
day evening at Tuacumbia, Ala., 
juat aa tho tait nmkor oa tko pro- 
gram of the Colbert County Fair 
Wat being rendered. Yuuhk Mr. 
Petty, who met auch a terrible 
doath by talUag trooa tha balloon, 
waa tbo aoa ot Mn. R. R. Wadding, 
of Hartford, aad baaldaa Ma aotkar 
he leaves twcr afatara, Mra. W. D. 
Landers, of HarrlaburK. Ark., and 
Mlaa Klenor Petty, of Hartford, and 
also two brothers, Mr. Arthur Pet- 
ty, who baa loag bean a valued em- 
ploye^ of tha Hartford Herald, and 
Mr. ValtoB Potty, of Harrlabvrg, 
Ark. 

The unfortunate young man waa 
31 years old and was wpll known 
and resppcted tii Hartford. For a 
number of yeara he had been en- 
gaged In the clrcug and entertain- 
ment busliieta, traveling about 
from plaeo to [place. Tha tol^tram 
•BBouncIng Wd death waa a aevere 
ahoek to th^ people of Hartford. It 
was deemed best, on account of 
the mutilation of his body, to Inter 
hla ivmains at Tuacumbla for the 
preaedt. The Trl-Cltleg Dally givea 
the followlnt tAoewt of tho tory 
aad affair: 

Tho laat' ntMakor ea thaprogram 
imt tho CMkkiiP^dMlBt/'ntr 1k"'nia- 
cumbia yeaterday reinlted la a hor- 
rible and appalling accident, coat- 
ing llie lives of a man and boy, J. 
A I't'ty, aeronaut, and Lorenso 
Howland, of Tuacumbla, a lad 16 
yeara of ago. Tho accident waa 
-wltneaaed by h«adrada of people, 
and followed the last horae race 
aboi'.W '< o'clock. For an hour or 
more the neronaut had been engag- 
ed in innatinK the balloon. A num- 
ber of Ijoyg, Including; young How- 
land, weixe assisting in holding the 
big bag while it waa being fliled 
^wlth gaa. In tho meantime Potty 
had attached hlmaelf to the para- 
I ehute, in which he waa to deecend, 
and at hU command the balloon 
k was let lo'S'i and ahot upward. 

Young Howland was caught by 
I the ankle by one of the ropea and 
waa carried apward.aU the time en- 
[ daaTortag to oitrtaato hla foot. 
I whlcgllie Anally raeceeded la doiag. 
[ The aeronabt could bo kaard call* 
I ing to tho boy to come down whore 
I he was in the parachute, which the 
lad did. It Is not known whether 
or not the combined weight of the 
aian and boy broke the rope which 
connoeted the parachute to the bal- 
loon or whether in hla excitement 
the boy unconscioualy touched the 
trigger roi>i<. but the parachute waa 
aeeii to Hiiddenly leave the balloon 
after reaflilng a probable distance 
of 400 fret, with the areonaut and 
young Howland clinging to It.

Italy." 

luly puta heavy duties on both 
agricultural and manufactured im- 
ports. She pays her people exceed- 
ingly low wages. She chargt's them 
very high prices for the necessities 
of life. Tliey emigrate in large 
numbers. 

To understand the sltiTatlon 
clearly we muat go back to 1887. 
About that time a violent revolu- 
tion In the svstem of Italian cus- 
toms was liiciiii:lit alioiit, A power- 
ful political tiiMip of textile manu- 
fiicturera JoiiiiMl f(>r< e.s for their 
own ends with a powerful political 
group of large landownera. Tariffa 
were heartily increaaed. But not 
on oTorything. That powerful band 
of textile manufacturers took good 
care that lesaer manufacturers, who 

made articles Iieed>(l in the teMile 
factories, wer,. not ••iiabled to put 
up their prii < s. 

Hand in hand with the powerful 
mannfacturerg the big landownera 
came out "for a slice of the urtff 
pie," In order that they should be 
siitnciently < onipeiisated for being 
] In politics, the landowners had a 
I heavy tax placed on wheat. In It- 
aly It Is only the big landowners 
who grow wheat. Three out of ev- 
ery four landowners In Italy are 
poaretaora of email properties, eul- 
Mvating fruit for wine. They have 
to buy a considerable part of the 
» t ,.n» thev .nt. So If happened

For several boatli^the man who 
was President of the United States 
for seven yeara. and who during 
that time poaed as tbe champion 
"trust buster," was foreed to de- 
fend his record. They anade him 
eVrii adnili that Ire did not know 
tliat 73 ',1 per cent, of the contri- 
butions which helped him to carry 
the country in 1904 were from th« 
very corporations that be boasted 
of trying to "bust." Ha appeared 
surprised when informed by the 
committee that this was the estl- 
niate of Ceorge R- Sheldon, assist- 
ant treasurer of his campaiun com- 
mittee in that year. 

He bad the word of George B. 
Cortalyon. former Seereury of
